HONEY BREAD 


The following recipe has been 
thorough^ tested and proved 
hi the Central Experimental 
Farm kitchen at Ottawa: Hon¬ 
ey Bread—two cups boiling 
water, two tablespoonfuls butter 
two tablespoonsfuls honey, one- 
half yeast cake dissolved in 
lukewarm water, six cups sifted 
flour and two, and one-half teas 
poonfuls salt. Put honey, butter 
and salt in a large bowl pour 
on boiling water when hike 
warm add dissolved ysast cake 
and five cups of flour, then stir 
until thoroughly mixed, using 
a knife or mixing spoon. Add 
remaining flour, mix, and turn 
on a floured board, leaving a 
clean bowl; knead to mix ingred 
ients until mixtur c i q smooth 
elastic t.i touch and bubbles 
may be seen under the surface. 

Some practice is required to 
knead quickly. Return to bowl, 
cover wth a dean cloth and 
board or tin cover, let rise or/er 
night in temperature of 65 de- 
gres Fahrenheit. In the morning 
cut down, tosfi on board slightly
